HONITON maternity unit 
campaigners have been celebrating 
this week after NHS Devon 
performed a U-turn and will now 
be allowing mums to stay at the 
unit overnight. 

The decision was made during an 
NHS Devon board meeting on 
Wednesday last and the Honiton 
Maternity Matters group are calling it a 
‘victory for people power’. 


NHS Devon had wanted to stop 
overnight stays at the unit. 

However, after more than eight 
months of campaigning that proposal 
has been scrapped and now mothers will 
be able to stay overnight if a midwife 
feels they need more help. 

During the campaign public meetings 
were held, demonstrations took place 
and an online petition was set up which 
attracted thousands of signatures.

Campaigners peace pole on UN day

PEACE campaigners in Honiton 
have celebrated United Nations 
Day by putting up a peace pole in 
the town. 

United Nations Day was held on 
Sunday, October 24th, and marks the 
formation of the United Nations 
Charter. 

Retired methodist minister Merfyn 
Temple was the man behind the 
Honiton celebrations and speaking to 
Pulman’s View he said: “There are 
thousands of Peace Poles throughout 
the world but to my knowledge this is 
the only one in the westcountry. 

People need to be able to work for 
peace — at a very basic level to be 
able to recognise and greet one 
another in the streets and market 
places of the world. 

“What we have done is a small step 
but a significant one for world 
peace.” 

The event was held at Honiton 
Baptist Church and more than 60 
people attended including Noel 
Harrower, the chair of the Exeter and 
District branch of the United Nations 
Association.

Council yes 
to allotments 

A PLAN to create 46 allotments 
in an area of Honiton has been 
given the go-ahead by East 
Devon District Council (EDDC). 

As previously reported in Pulman’s 
View, the application was put forward 
by Honiton Town Council which 
wants to create the allotments at land 
north of Battishorne Way — close to 
Honiton Bottom Road. 

Dozens of people had objected to 
the development with many claiming 
a loss of green space, an increase in 
traffic and unsafe pedestrian access. 

However, the plan has been 
approved subject to a number of 
conditions and work at the site is 
expected to begin in the near future.

£25k bid as park 
project survives 
spending cut axe

A PLAY park project in West Hill that 
was under threat as a result of the 
government spending review has 
survived the axe and £25,000 of funding 
will now be put forward. 

The scheme had been organised by Devon 
County Council (DCC) in partnertship with 
voluntary organisations and parish, town and 
district councils across the county. 

Earlier this year the government said the 
14 schemes that had not started, including 


the West Hill project, should be put on hold. 

Andrea Davis, DCC cabinet member for 
children’s health and wellbeing, had been 
lobbying the government to ensure the West 
Hill project and others across Devon were 
awarded the funding. 

Mrs Davis said: “I am absolutely delighted 
that our lobbying has paid off. These are 
vital schemes that rely on the county council 
working in partnership with our 
communities, voluntary organisations and 
local councils. 

“I believe it is extremely important that 
children and their families have safe, free 


local places to play. And I am very happy 
that my colleagues on DCC have agreed to 
make up the shortfall so that all these 
schemes that have been painstakingly 
worked out with local people can go ahead. 

“I am writing to all the organisations to 
give them the good news and to thank them 
for their patience and all the hard work they 
have put in to make these projects happen.” 

John Hart, county council leader, added: “I 
am delighted that the lobbying by Andrea 
Davis and the local people involved in all 
these schemes had such a successful 
outcome.”

CAMPAIGNERS in Honiton 
and Ottery St Mary are 
claiming a ‘victory for people 
power’ as NHS Devon confirms 
that it will reinstate overnight 
stays at Honiton maternity unit 
for new mums. 

NHS Devon board members met 
in Tavistock on Wednesday last to 
discuss the future of midwifery 
services across east and mid Devon 
and during this meeting NHS 
officials recommended that women 
who are clinically fit for discharge 
after giving birth, will now be able 
to stay overnight if a midwife feels 
they need more help. 

For the past eight months 
campaigners had been fighting the 
health authority’s proposals to 
change the way the maternity unit 
operates. 

During the campaign public 
meetings were held, 

demonstrations took place and an 
online petition was set up which 
attracted thousands of signatures.

Evictions: council 
boots out tenants 
for contract breach 

FOUR tenants in Honiton and Ottery St Mary 
have been evicted from their homes by East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) after 
consistently failing to pay their rent. 

In a separate case a Sidmouth tenant was evicted 
recently for allowing her garden to become overgrown. 

Jill Elson, EDDC’s portfolio holder for communities, 
said: “Our message to tenants is clear. Please 
remember that a house with a garden needs looking 
after, and it is your responsibility to do that to an 
acceptable standard. 

“And to those tenants who consistently fail to pay 
their rent, we would say please speak to us — our 
officers are always there to give advice — and stick to 
your repayment plans. No council likes to evict its 
tenants, but if they are in breach of their tenancy 
agreement, this can result in legal action being taken 
against them. 

“There are plenty of people waiting for a council 
home who would be happy to keep to their tenancy 
agreement.”

commissioning for NHS Devon, 
said: “We are very pleased that the 
recommendations made to the 
board have been approved. 

“We have been able to balance 
the clinical advice and national 
evidence with the views of local 
people, to provide an adapted 
proposal we have confidence in. 

“We’ve worked closely with GPs 
on our clinical commissioning 
executive committee, the Devon 
community services liaison 
committee and the Devon County 
Council health and overview 
scrutiny committee, to come to an 
agreed way forward. 

“From the outset we have said 
that we wanted to listen to parents 
and parents to be and take account 
of their suggestions and concerns. I 
think that we have demonstrated 
that we’ve done just that. 

“We have undertaken to develop 
a stakeholder group so that local 
people are still involved and can 
contribute to the development of 
the implementation plan, and we 
will continue to work closely with 
colleagues at the Royal Devon and 
Exeter Hospital to agree 
governance procedures.” 

Peter Fleming, mayor of 
Honiton, said he was pleased with 
the decision and praised the 
midwives at Honiton hospital. 

“The decision [by NHS Devon)] 


was almost 100 per cent what 
people wanted and I think it is 
brilliant news for the town. 

“It gives peace of mind for those 
mums who are expecting, 
especially if you are a first-time 
mum. 

“The midwives at Honiton give a 
brilliant service and I am glad that 
the service can continue.” 

Claire Wright, Ottery St Mary 
town councillor for West Hill and 
maternity campaigner, said: “It is 
absolutely fantastic news that the 
NHS has listened to local families 
who have sent so many letters and 
emails about the huge value of this 
service — widely reported to be 
the gold standard. 


“It is a wonderful victory for 
people power.” 

Retired Ottery GP and maternity 
unit campaigner, Dr John Ackroyd, 
added: “As ever, the devil is in the 
detail of course and we are waiting 
to hear more about the criteria that 
will be used by midwives to assess 
mums. We would of course, be 
very happy to work with NHS 
Devon on preparing this. 

“This decision is an inspiring 
sign that if you are determined 
enough to change something, you 
can. It has been hard work, but 
worth every minute to know that 
local families will now benefit 
from a service that is so important 
to them.”

EDITOR — You may have seen BT’s 
advertising for superfast broadband 
delivered via their new fibre optic 
network. 

What you may not be aware of is 
that the private company, BT, which 
owns the UK telephone 
infrastructure, is currently only 
delivering this new service to big 
towns and cities where it can make a 
handsome profit from it. 

Small exchanges such as 
Churchstanton, with less than 1,000 
telephone subscribers, are excluded 
from consideration for fibre optic 
broadband. 

One exception to this is Cornwall, 
which is getting £53 million of 
funding from the European Union — 
which in turn comes partly out of the 
tax you pay — to provide fibre optic 
broadband to 90 per cent of all 
residents in Cornwall. 

In a strange marketing campaign 
however, BT are requiring people in 
all parts of the country to ask for their 
exchange to be enabled for fibre optic 
broadband by voting on the 


http://www.racetoinfinity.bt.com 

website. 

When the website opens, do not 
enter your postcode on the first page, 
but click on skip to map and then 
click on the vote now button and 
answer the simple questions asked. 

The interesting thing about this 
marketing gimmick is that BT also 
say that if 75 per cent of all residents 
that use a telephone exchange make 
the request before December 31st 
2010, then BT will “engage with the 
community to see what can be done.” 

My exchange, Churchstanton, has 
464 telephone subscribers, of whom 
two people — one of which is me — 
have expressed an interest in fibre 
optic broadband since the website 
went live last week. 

But if 348 telephone subscribers on 
the Churchstanton exchange register 
their interest by December 31st then 
BT will be obliged to explore the 
possibility of fibre optic broadband 
on the Churchstanton exchange. 

Other areas such as Ottery St Mary 
have already started a campaign to get 


subscribers signed up — see 
Pulman’s View edition in Honiton on 
October 12th. 

There is no reason why 
Churchstanton and other exchanges in 
Pulman’s country should not do the 
same. 

You do not have to already have a 
broadband service to sign up and 
express your interest — all voice 
telephone users, irrespective of who 
supplies the service, are eligible, so 
please pass this information on to 
anyone who has a land line telephone 
and if your friends do not already 
have broadband, you can put their 
telephone number and postcode into 
the website for them. 

After you put your telephone 
number into the website it will show 
you what exchange you are on and 
how many people have registered an 
interest in fibre optic broadband for 
your exchange.

Society presents its 
first winter session 


THE Axminster 

Horticultural Society had its 
first winter meeting on 
Wednesday, October 20th 
when Philip Davidson from 
the Heritage Centre at 
Charmouth gave a talk on 
the Jurassic Coast. 

Philip told members that he 
had loved fossils from 
childhood and had gone on to 
university to study 
palaeontology. 

Charmouth Heritage Centre is 
based in the upstairs floor of a 
long-disused cement factory. 

The centre operates as an 
independent charitable trust 
within the larger framework of 
the UNESCO Dorset and East 
Devon Coast World Heritage 
Site known as the Jurassic 
Coast. 


The Jurassic Coast stretches 
over a distance of 95 miles from 
Orcombe Point near Exmouth in 
the west to Studland Bay in the 
east, with gateway towns along 
the way. 

The coastal exposures along 
the coastline provide a sequence 
of Triassic, Jurassic and 
Cretaceous rock formations 
spanning 185 mi llion years of 
the earth’s history. 

The Triassic period began 248 
million years ago and ended 206 
million years ago. 

This was followed by the 
Jurassic period that lasted 144 
million years and after this came 
the Cretaceous period which 
spans from 140 to 65 mi llion 
years ago. 

Philip showed slides of 
various fossils which could be 
found from each period. 


It was fascinating to see a 
fossil of a complete creature and 
be told that they could tell what 
had been in its stomach also 
fossilised skin had been found. 

Members saw maps of where 
England would have been and 
how the continents had moved 
over the millions of years. 

He showed slides of the coast 
and following it along the group 
saw the changes in the cliffs. 
Starting at Exmouth there is the 
red rock with its iron minerals, 
Budleigh Salterton has its 
pebble beds on to Beer and 
Seaton with the white chalk, the 
Charmouth area and the mud 
slides. 

The famous Chesil Bank made 
up of pebbles, Portland and its 
well-known stone, Lulworth 
Cove and limestone eventually 
reaching the Old Harry Roacks 


which are chalk. 

We heard about Mary Anning 
and the fossils she had collected. 
A woman in a man’s world at 
that time. 

Men who respected her were 
such as William Conybeare, 
William Buckland and Henry 
Del la Beche. 

Philip Davidson made the 
evening an enjoyable one with 
his knowledge and a very good 
presentation. We will look at the 
cliffs and beaches with renewed 
interest. 

The annual meeting will be 
held on Wednesday, November 
17th which will be followed by 
Nick Ridgen with a talk entitled 
Plant Hunters. 

This will be held at the United 
Reformed Church Hall, Chard 
Street, Axminster at 7.30pm. 


Bat facts fascinate Tuesday group 


FACTS on Bats was the title 
of the evening organised by 
Veronica Wadey and 
Maureen Rich for the 
Yarcombe Tuesday Club. 

Dr Fiona Matthews is part of a 
large team of bat watchers 
tracking the areas and roosts 
especially of the very rare 
Horseshoe Bats. 

Apparently the Beer Quarry 
Caves are the dwelling of a 


colony of these little flying 
mammals and their evening 
sorties are traced by radio waves 
all around the area. 

All bats are very sociable and 
they communicate with each 
other by high pitched calls. 

During the night they need to 
feed constantly as they have to 
eat their weight in insects to be 
able to survive and hibernate. 

They have eyes and can see 


but as they feed at night they do 
not need to see, relying on their 
hearing and high pitched echoes 
and sounds to get around. 

Dr Matthews had brought 
along two little bats for 
everyone to see and it was 
amazing to find how very small 
they actually were, their 
wingspan being exceedingly 
large. 

Dr Matthews was thanked by 


Maureen Rich for her talk 
before tea, coffee bat cakes and 
shortbreads for refreshments 
were served.

EVERYTHING 
YOU NEED 
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Tony Jackson 
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Do we really 
appreciate it? 

IS it not absurd to think that, despite the fact that 
the dramatic Jurassic coastline is a mere 20 
minutes’ drive away, I visit the shoreline, usually 
at Charmouth in search of fossils, on only the odd 
occasion and when the mood strikes me, yet 
visitors countrywide and from abroad are lured 
to our wonderful coastline like wasps to a honey- 
pot. 

Familiarity, if not breeding contempt, does make us 
idle and, perhaps, too often we fail to appreciate the 
wonderful part of this Island in which we live. 
Philosophical thoughts over! However, I was set on this 
train of thought by a press release sent to me by the 
Dorset Wildlife Trust. 

Now, they claim, is the ideal time to go beach¬ 
combing. Colder weather is upon us and the gale-force 
winds and storms that lie ahead can deposit a curious 
array of wildlife remnants on our shores. 

The spectacular squalls of winter can produce exotic 
crabs, several types of goose barnacle, shark egg-cases 
(mermaid’s purses), cuttlefish and curious pieces of 
ship worm-riddled driftwood. You may even find dried 
seahorses or seabeans. In fact, one never knows what to 
expect after a massive storm, though fossils, such as 
ammonites, are always on the cards. 

Meanwhile, the DWT suggest that photographs of any 
unusual finds can be sent to them for recording and 
identification. Tel 01929 481044. I am, of necessity, 
writing this column ahead of my trip to South Africa 
and the Kalahari, but once I return I must make the 
effort to beach-comb this winter and to enjoy the coast 
when it is most deserted. 

On the butterfly front, this summer and autumn has 
been, locally, very disappointing. My buddleia, a 
massive bush which, in the past has been smothered in 
butterflies, this year attracted only a handful of 
peacocks, red admirals and very few tortoiseshells. This 
was disappointing after last year’s surge in numbers of 
this latter butterfly. 

However, I did see a specimen of each of these 
butterflies on October 17th, a day of golden sunshine 
and blue skies. On a more positive note I discovered a 
thriving, if modest, colony of small coppers on a warm, 
rough patch of long grass and thistles in an adjacent 
field. This handsome little insect will often have two or 
even three broods in a warm summer; constantly on the 
move, each male establishes its own territory and will 
aggressively see off any passing insect. 

Earlier in the summer the local fields and hedgerows 
saw a good hatching of meadow browns, ringlets and 
gatekeepers, those small orange and brown butterflies 
which are common to hedgerows and woodland edges. 
It is very much a butterfly of the southern counties, 
particularly Dorset and Devon and flies in the second 
half of July, a month after the emergence of meadow 
browns. Although widely known as the gatekeeper, this 
small butterfly also sometimes goes by the name of 
hedge brown and was once even known as the small 
meadow brown or the hedge eye. 

Perhaps I have been singularly unlucky, but painted 
ladies, those handsome orange and black butterflies, 
seemed to be in short supply this year. Migrating to 
northern Europe from their breeding grounds around 
the desert fringes of North Africa and Arabia, in some 
years their numbers are legion and they have even been 
known to fly as far north as the Arctic Circle. 

Last year saw huge numbers of painted ladies in this 
country, but if the few I have spotted are any indication, 
this year will not have been on the same scale. Although 
they breed here, sometimes in warm summers 
producing two or more generations, it is not known 
whether our population migrates south as the weather 
deteriorates or simply perishes. Let’s hope that next 
year brings a really hot summer and some improvement 
in the fortunes of all our butterflies.

Water firm’s 
plea to public 

A WATER company has asked 
members of the public to help 
prevent blockages after a bundle 
of rags blocked a sewer in 
Colyton. 

The appeal comes after firefighters 
were called to assist South West 
Water and the owner of a flooded 
property in Colyton on Thursday, 
October 28th. 

South West Water received a call 
about a flooding at a property in 
Sidmouth Road at 9.20am and a gang 
was alerted. The gang discovered 
that a six-inch sewer was blocked by 
a bundle of rags. 

Firefighters were also called to the 
scene and the blockage was cleared 
and the water drained away. 

A South West Water spokesperson 
said the following day that a CCTV 
team will visit the site to ensure there 
is no danger of recurring problems in 
the pipe. 

The spokesperson added: “We 
don’t know exactly why this pipe 
was blocked but often blockages 
occur when people have put 
unsuitable items down the drain.” 

Every year. South West Water has 
to clear up to 6,000 blockages from 
its sewers. Around 75 customers’ 
homes are flooded internally with 
sewage every year due to sewer 
blockages — and another 320 
customers suffer garden flooding. 

The spokesperson also said: “It’s 
worth reminding people not to put 
the so-called ‘dirty dozen’ down the 
drain: fat, oils and grease; food 
waste; cotton buds; tampon 
applicators and wrapping; disposable 
nappies; condoms; plastic bags; 
bandages and plasters; razor blades; 
baby wipes; cleaning wipes and 
disposable toilet brushes; needles 
and syringes. 

“It may sound amazing, but we do 
get all of these in our sewers. All 
these items should be disposed of in 
the bin.” 


RAINBOW Under 5s Playgroup 
was the big winner when

EAST Devon District Council 
could be streamlining its formal 
complaints procedure. 

The decision will be made by 
members of the Executive Board, 
which meets on Wednesday, 
November 3rd. 

There are currently three possible 
stages in the council’s complaint 
procedure, but officers have 
recommended members of the 
Executive Board to trim it down to 
two. 

A report explained: “Most 
complaints currently go through a 
three-stage process. 

“They are intially considered by the 
relevant head of service (stage one). 

“If the complainant is still 
dissatisfied they progress to stage two 
where the complaint is responded to 
by one of the corporate directors. 

“If a complainant remains unhappy, 
stage three is where the matter is 
investigated by the deputy chief 
executive and monitoring officer. 

“The complainant then has the right 
to refer their complaint for 
consideration by the Focal 
Government Ombudsman.” 

But the process could be 
streamlined by merging two of the 


stages. 

The report explained: “It may be 
possible to combine stages one and 
two in that the complaint will be 
investigated by the head of service 
(with input from other officers as 
needed). 

“The draft response will then be 
considered by the corporate director 
responsible for the service who will 
then amend as necessary before 
signing it off. 

“The purpose of the two-stage 
procedure is to ensure that 
complainants have the opportunity to 
have their complaint investigated by 
professional officers linked closely to 
the service in question and then, if 
needed, for an objective and 
independent assessment to be made 
by a senior officer who is not 
connected to the service.” 

The proposed change stems from 
guidance issued by the Focal 
Government Ombudsman, which 
states that a two-stage process is 
appropriate to deal with most 
complaints. 

“The ombudsman considers that 12 
weeks (from receipt of complaint to 
final response) allows sufficient time 
for a council to deal with a complaint, 
though she encourages councils to 
respond as quickly as possible in all 
cases” the report summed up.

While she's here to talk about her new one pot 
cookbook, Potty, the cook is equally as excited 
about becoming flavour of the month again. 
Since New Labour's exit, Dickson Wright says 
her agent has been inundated with offers and 
she's just back from a bout of filming. 

"I always said that when there was a change of 
government I'd be back on television. The old 
lot hated Clarissa And The Countryman [her 
second BBC series]. I was making television 
about all the things Blair was trying to ban and 
get rid of - like farming." 

While the former PM might disagree with her 
interpretation of history, it's a fact that 
Dickson Wright marched with the Countryside 
Alliance against the last government's 
controversial Hunting Act, and has always 
been keen to voice her disapproval over any 
perceived lack of support for British food and 
agriculture. 

For the last few years, the aristocratic cook and 
former alcoholic (who managed to drink her 
way through a £2.8 million fortune in her early 
years) says her professional life has revolved 
around writing books. 

"When the publisher Hodder approached me 
with this idea, I said, 'On God no' because, 
having been a cookery book seller for 20 
years, I knew that one pot cookbooks are 
always rather dreary." 

Still, she likes a challenge, and soon began 


experimenting with the idea. 

"There are lots of variants on what constitutes 
a pot," she laughs. "I remembered the eggs and 
bacon in a tin mug idea from when I was rector 
at the University of Aberdeen and was rustling 
up food for the students." 

One of the recipes in Potty has attracted 
attention for its less than appetising title: 
Primordial Soup. 

"I was sitting next to a biologist who worked at 
the Natural History Museum. We were 
discussing where life came from and she said 
she thought it came from primordial soup." 
"'What a great idea for a recipe', I thought, so 
I went off and created a Japanese-type soup 
filled with seaweed, so it looked like the 
beginnings of life." 

Luckily for Dickson Wright, having written 16 
cookbooks she now has "a palate in [her] 
head". 

"I lie in bed thinking about what to do. I think 
about a chicken, add flavours to it and then I 
get up and make it - and nowadays it virtually 
always works." 

She describes her style of cooking as very 
simple. "It's all about the quality of 
ingredients. But while your food will be 10 
times better if you've got a good fishmonger 
and a good butcher, if you get the flavours 
right it will still be good." 

"Although if anyone who's read more than one 
of my books still buys their meat in 
supermarkets, I'm surprised they're still 
buying my books." 

Having just completed some filming for a new 
series, The Great British Food Revival, to be 
broadcast in January 2011 on BBC Two, she 
says she wishes people would focus 
programmes on food, rather than celebrity 
chefs. 

"I plead with Pat Llewellyn (the producer 
behind the Two Fat Ladies, Gordon Ramsay 
and Jamie Oliver): 'Go away from the chef 
thing - no one cares any more what the food 
tastes like'." 

But Dickson Wright's a little more hopeful 
about the state of British agriculture now 
there's been a change of government. 

"A few years ago I went up to a Defra stand at 
the Yorkshire Show and there was no mention 
of British food, or farming. So I asked about it 
and the man on the stand said, 'We can import 
it cheaper'. 

"Now we have a Defra minister who's a 
farmer, Richard Benyon, and Jim Paice, who 
comes from farming stock and knows a thing 
about British food and farming."

Marco Pierre White’s fillet steak 
with shallots and Dijon mustard 
(Serves 4) 

50g unsalted butter 

4 large shallots (or 2 large onions), very finely sliced 

4 fillet steaks (about 180g each) 

Dijon mustard, to your taste 

A handful of fresh flat leaf parsley, to garnish 

In a frying or saute pan, melt the butter; add the shallots 
and saute them until soft and golden. Drain them in a 
colander, but keep the butter because you’ll need it in a 
minute. 

Return the pan to the heat and pour in a tablespoon of 
olive oil. Add the steaks and fry for 3-4 minutes on each 
side, turning them once only. 

Remove the pan from the heat and allow the steaks to rest 
in the pan in a warm part of the kitchen for 5-10 minutes. 

Using a pastry brush, paint the Dijon mustard on top of 
each steak and then spoon on the golden shallots. Reheat 
the shallot butter and pour it over the steaks. 

Top with the chopped parsley. Beautiful!

Peaches poached in Champagne 
(Serves 6) 

1 bottle Champagne (or Prosecco) 

600g caster sugar 

6 peaches 

In a casserole or ovenproof dish combine the Champagne 
and the sugar. Bring to the boil and stir so that the sugar 
dissolves. 

Put the peaches in the liquid and put an upturned plate on 
top of them to keep them submerged in the liquid. 

Turn down the heat and simmer gently for about 10 
minutes, or until the tip of a knife can penetrate the peach 
without resistance. 

Remove from the heat and allow the fruit to cool in its 
own syrup. Serve with a little creme fraiche.

When the management, led by Peter Hopkins (Rupert 
Graves), shows preference to the male workers, Rita joins 
the negotiations and proves that she is no pushover, telling 
Hopkins, “Rights not privileges. It’s that bloody easy, it 
really is.” 

When her words fall on deaf ears, Rita risks her marriage 
to plant worker Eddie (Daniel Mays) by persuading the 
workforce to go on strike and taking their grievances to 
Secretary of State for Employment, Barbara Castle 
(Miranda Richardson). 

Made In Dagenham evokes the period perfectly with a 
toe-tapping soundtrack and groovy fashions of the era. 

Hawkins delivers a bravura, emotionally wrought 
performance as a woman who risks everything for what 
she believes in.

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Why running a home has got cheaper 


An in-depth look at issues in the residential property market.

The cost of owning and running a home in the 
UK has fallen by 6% over the past two years, 
according to new research by Halifax. 

In the two years to April 2010, says Halifax, the 
average annual cost associated with owning 
and running a home fell £544 from £9,564 to 
£9,020. 

With the coalition Government demanding a 
freeze on council tax, pressures on the home 
front for millions are being eased by rock- 
bottom mortgage rates. 

Halifax says that in real terms (after allowing for 
retail price inflation), housing costs in the UK 
are now equivalent to 27% of gross average 
full-time earnings - down from 30% in 2008. 
The fall in the cost of housing since 2008 has 
been driven by a 19% (£881) decline in 
mortgage payments (interest and capital 
repayments). The average mortgage rate paid 
by existing borrowers between April 2008 and 
April 2010 fell from 5.80% to 3.67%. 

Although London has the highest costs of 
running and owning a home (£11,762), the 
percentage of gross average full-time earnings 
is the lowest in the capital (24%). 

However, there is a huge variation in what 
Londoners earn: average earnings of those 
living in Westminster (£83,969) were 189% 
higher than those living in Newham (£29,025) in 
2009. 

The average annual cost of housing in 
households in the South East is £10,457. 
Housing costs are lowest in Northern Ireland at 
£7,331. 

Housing costs are highest in relation to 
earnings in the East of England (31 %). 

In the past year, the average expenses 


associated with owning and running a home 
actually increased by 1.3% (£116) - less than a 
third of the rise in retail prices (5.3%). 

Suren Thiru, Halifax housing economist, says: 
“Over the last two years, the cost associated 
with owning and running a home in the UK has 
fallen - entirely as a consequence of reduced 
mortgage payments. 

“The drop in housing costs has helped to ease 
the strain on households’ finances, providing 
some relief to homeowners during the 
economic downturn.” 

Mortgage costs are the most-significant single 
factor (41 %) influencing the cost of housing. 
Electricity and gas charges account for the 
second-highest share after mortgage payments 
(15%), followed by council tax charges and 
domestic rates (14%). 

Nine of the 11 housing costs categories 
analysed recorded above-inflation increases 
between April 2008 and April 2010. The cost of 
home maintenance, electricity and gas charges, 
and household appliances all rose by 10% over 
the two years. 

*lt’s all in a name* 

The address of a property can have a significant 
effect on its value, according to new research 
from a property website. 

Zoopla.co.uk claims that properties located on 
‘hills’ and ‘lanes’ are worth 50% more than the 
national average, while ‘streets’ and ‘terraces’ 
have the lowest average property values across 
the UK. 

Meanwhile, homes on ‘Church Lane’ are worth 
more than double those on ‘Chapel Street’. So 
your address can have a significant impact on 
the value of your home. 

Zoopla, which provides free value estimates for 
every UK home, calculated the average 


property values for each of the 858,000 
residential locations in the UK and found that 
the highest value properties in the country are 
to be found on a ‘hill’, where average house 
prices stand at £341,466 - well above the 
national average. 

Other names high in the list include ‘lane’ 
(average £328,378); ‘mews’ (£294,869); ‘park’ 
(£283,069); and ‘green’ (£269,861). 

At the other end of the spectrum, the average 
home on a ‘street’ in the UK is valued today at 
£155,515 - less than half that of one on a ‘hill’ 
and well below the national average. 

‘Terrace’ (£156,387) only fared marginally better 
than ‘street’. Rounding out the bottom five were 
‘crescent’ (£176,942), ‘court’ (£178,488) and 
‘view’ (£184,546). 

The most common residential location name by 
far is ‘road’ with 144,322 of them across the 
UK. The next most common is ‘close’ with 
98,778, followed by ‘street’ with 58,637. 

The Zoopla research revealed there are three 
times as many ‘roads’ as ‘avenues’ (47,488) 
and three times as many ‘avenues’ as ‘terraces’ 
(16,532). 

In terms of exclusivity, the least common 
location names within the top 20 were revealed 
as ‘square’ (3,859) and ‘mews’ (4,825). Owners 
of properties in a ‘mews’ are sitting pretty in the 
top three both in terms of average property 
values and exclusivity. 

The average property on the 1,547 ‘Church 
Lanes’ across the UK is valued at an impressive 
£364,635, against the national average of 
£217,624. 

Conversely, properties on the 507 ‘Chapel 
Streets’ around the country are valued well 
below average (£159,433). 

The most common road names in the UK are 


Gates 

‘High Street’ (2,431 of them) and ‘Station Road’ 
(1,929), with national average values of 
£237,992 and £231,943 respectively - probably 
helped by proximity to local services suggested 
in their names. 

Nicholas Leeming, Zoopla commercial director, 
says: “Most people typically don’t pay much 
attention to the name of the road when deciding 
where to buy, but clearly names can have an 
impact on both property values and the 
appearance of exclusivity. 

“The average property on a ‘hill’ is worth 
£185,000 more than the average property on a 
‘street’. 

“If it’s exclusivity that is sought after, maybe a 
mews or square is for you. To bag a bargain, it 
may be a ‘terrace’ or ‘crescent’ you want.”

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TV property expert Phil Spencer talks about his 
partnership with Kirsty Allsopp and offers his top 
tips for home improvements and adding value. 

There are certain things in life that seem natural 
partners: strawberries and cream, sea and sand, 
and surely, Phil Spencer and Kirstie Allsopp. 
They’re the yin and yang of property experts, with 
Phil’s down-to-earth practicality and Kirstie’s 
bubbly and effortless ability to bond with couples 
seeking homes on Channel 4’s two hugely 
successful series, 

Location, Location, Location, and its successor, 
Relocation, Relocation. 

“We’re a bit like brother and sister because we 
know each other extremely well now,” says Phil, 
with a smile. 

“We know what makes the other tick, how to wind 
each other up, and all our bickering and teasing is 
totally genuine. What you see on the 



programmes is what we’re like off screen. 

“I’m practical, good on the structural aspects and 
get a buzz out of the buying deals. Kirstie’s 
excellent at the architecture, interiors and 
getting inside people’s heads and relationships. 
We complement each other well.” 

But while their TV partnership has run smoothly 
over the ten years since they found fame, the 
property market has been battered by the 
recession, and as a nation we’ve been forced to 
rethink our attitude to homes. 

Now, the mantra’s “don’t move, improve” and Phil 
not only welcomes the change in approach, but 
has put together a new comprehensive guide 
called Adding Value To Your Home. 

It evaluates a range of improvements as well as 
pointing out practical ways to make a home more 
pleasurable to live in. 

“Both are important nowadays. The cost of 
moving is high and homes aren’t shooting up in 
price as rapidly as they once were, so people are 
staying put much longer,” Phil points out. 

“It’s good that we’re returning to the idea that 
homes are sanctuaries and a refuge from the world 
of work, and not primarily assets that you just do 
up to make a fast buck. And after all, why only 
make 

improvements before you sell? Do them now and 
get the benefit for yourself.” 

His golden rule for property buying is to “buy for 
the long term, adapt if necessary, or buy 
something to improve and add value.” 

Phil, 40, a qualified surveyor and property finder, 
followed his own advice when he bought the 
family home in Wandsworth, London, five years 
ago, where he lives with wife, Fiona and sons, 
Jake, five, and Ben, three. 

He’s almost doubled the size of the five-bedroom 
semi, by adding a basement and a kitchen 
extension, and is currently creating a playroom for 
the children. 

“Personally, I have no intention of moving again 
...that’s our home for good! 

“The market isn’t going to race away as it once 
did. It will rise - but probably only around three to 
four per cent a year, so adding value will be key.” 
Follow Phil’s advice on improving your home... 
Extensions and lofts 

“The way I look at it, it’s cheaper to build a space 


than it is to buy it. Square footage costs money,” 
says Phil. 

“A well-thought-out extension can feel like you’ve 
created a completely new house. But think 
through your plans carefully so that you know the 
result will give you a practical, usable area and, if 
it’s a kitchen 

extension, it doesn’t overwhelm a garden.” 
Normally, he says, a skilful extension can add 
about 10-15% to the value of the home, while a 
loft, which can cost between £10,000 to £40,000, 
could potentially add between 15 and 20%. 

But, he advises taking into account that storage 
space will be lost, and installing a staircase to 
access the loft will encroach on the floor below. 
Phil’s budget tip: If there’s no money for large 
projects, make better use of your space. Re¬ 
organise rooms, knock down internal walls to 
create a better flow between rooms, and make 
practical improvements, perhaps by installing a 
downstairs toilet in an under-stairs space. 

Kitchen magic 

“Branded kitchens go in and out of fashion, so be 
careful what you choose,” he warns. “You don’t 
want buyers dating your kitchen by the colour or 
style of the doors, so opt for classic designs and 
easy-on-the-eye colours.” 

And, as the fashion is for a kitchen to be the multi¬ 
functional ‘heart of the home’, he believes it 
doesn’t make sense to stint on appliances, 
worktops and tiles. 

He says the majority of people spend around 
£7,000 on a kitchen, and agents estimate it can 
add around 5% to the value of a property. 

“A good kitchen does sell a house faster. Estate 
agents tell me that women buyers put the kitchen 
at the top of the property wish list. But getting the 
layout right is crucial, so concentrate on putting 
appliances in the right place and having properly 
planned storage space.” 

Phil’s budget tip: If a revamp is out of the question, 
simply change doors on units, add new handles 
and perhaps a new worktop. Employ a carpenter 
for a quality finish. Update light switches, replace 
worn 

flooring with tiles or stone, and de-clutter surfaces. 
Bathrooms 

“A bathroom is a job most people don’t want to do 
themselves, so it’s always a relief to see that it’s 
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done when you’re viewing a house,” says Phil. 
“Unless you’re a Seventies aficionado, ripping out 
that avocado suite and wildly colourful tiles might 
be advisable!” 

A skilfully revamped bathroom can add up to 10% 
to the value of your home, according to estate 
agents. Phil estimates the cost of replacing an 
average bathroom as £1,000-£4,000. 

He suggests taking inspiration from hotel 
bathrooms and adapting some of their stylish 
ideas such as a bath with taps in the middle 
instead of one end, or double basins. 

Use large tiles in a cramped bathroom to give an 
illusion of more space, and under-floor heating to 
free up the walls. 

Phil’s budget tip: “You can really add value if you 
splash out on quality tiles, lighting and cabinets. 
Adding big mirrors will also make a small 
bathroom appear bigger,” he says. 

Even spending a small amount, from £500 
upwards, can add at least 3% to the value of a 
home, according to mortgage lender, GE money. A 
heated 

chrome towel rail, starting from around about £50, 
is a smart accessory. 

Maintain and improve 

“Ongoing upkeep and maintenance is crucial, as if 
you want to sell at a later date, few buyers will be 
interested in a property that looks as though it will 
be costly to repair and patch up,” he advises. 
Updating a boiler, ensuring wiring is up to date, 
and a roof is sound are essential basics, he says, 
and while they may not be visually decorative, they 
add to a property’s worth and avoid the potential 
of 

expensive remedial work. 

Phil’s budget tip: New central heating is generally 
guaranteed to leave the homeowner with a profit 
when they sell, he believes. While it can cost 
between £1,000 and £3,000 to install, the value 
added can be as much as £5,000. 

But, he warns, it’s wise to make sure any fixtures 
and fittings improvements are in line with the price 
bracket of the property itself. 

Overspending on a low cost home is a waste, 
under-spending on an expensive property could 
lower its appeal.

LEXUS is launching two voluntary recalls in 
Britain, affecting its IS, GS and RX models. 

The problems have not been known to cause any 
accidents so far, the company said. 

Lexus is part of the Toyota group which has been hit by 
massive recalls this year which hit sales. 

The company said in a statement that it was working 
with the Vehicle and Operator Services Agency (VOSA) to 
contact registered owners and keepers by letter to advise 
them of the procedure for taking their vehicle to a Lexus 
centre or an official Lexus service outlet for repair work. 

The first recall concerns the brake master cylinder fitted 
to IS, GS and RX models built between Febmary 2003 and 
November 2005. 

The company said: “Lexus is aware that the seal between 
the brake master cylinder and the brake booster may turn 
in its seat, causing brake fluid to leak into the brake 
booster. 

“In the very unlikely event that this happens, the driver 
will be alerted to the problem by the low brake fluid 
warning light. The brakes will continue to function 
normally for a significant time -— over 200 miles of 
regular driving. Lexus knows of no accidents caused by 
this issue.” 

The repair involves the replacement of a small seal and a 
check for any fluid contamination in the brake booster. If 
any contamination is found, the brake booster will be 
replaced. The job will take approximately two hours to 
complete, at no cost to the customer. 

Approximately 15,400 UK registered vehicles are 
affected by this recall. 

The second recall concerns the fuel pump on GS 300 
models built between September 2004 and Febmary 2006. 
Expansion and contraction of the fuel tank may stretch the 
fuel pump’s electrical harness. This may lead to a break in 
the circuit, causing the fuel pump, and so the engine, to 
stop without warning. 

The repair involves replacement of the fuel pump wiring 
harness, a job that takes about three hours. The work will 
be done at no cost to the customer. The recall affects 2,081 
UK-registered cars.

ASTON Martin doesn’t ‘do’ half measures. When 
the company says that its products are 
thoroughbred sports cars it really means it. And to 
prove the point it has taken to occasionally racing 
the stuff it makes. 

Far from being an extract from some glossy brochure, 
this is all true. Recent years have seen Aston Martin 
compete in the popular Nurburgring 24 hours endurance 
race with road registered Vantages. This is no walk in the 
park race, as the gruelling conditions have claimed many 
high profile scalps over the years. After securing a string 
of class victories, you can’t blame Aston Martin from 
wanting to make a fuss. 

As a way of celebrating, Aston Martin has produced a 
special edition V8 Vantage - the N420. This isn’t the 
company’s first effort - there was also 2007’s N400. It’s 
clear that the N420 is not a cynical attempt to cash in on 
racing glory. The detailed changes made to the V8 Vantage 
donor car are enough to make this special edition, well, 
special. 

In true race car tradition the N420 is louder than a regular 
Vantage. No mean feat in itself, the 4.7-litre V8 powering 
the Vantage family is already a vocal participant. The 
N420’s sports exhaust not only allows the V8 to breath 
more freely but also generates a harder edged tone that 
befits a car with a proven racing pedigree. 

That the sonic enhancement can be heard lower down the 
rev range is a welcome bonus. Remember, for all its leather 
and plush trimmings the N420 is more than capable of 
hitting the track and turning in respectable lap times - all 
you’re missing is a roll cage and other safety 
paraphernalia. 

With the N420’s V8 motor unchanged from the donor 
Vantage, 420 horsepower remains good enough in the real 
world to see the wrong side of the national speed limit in 
no time at all. The sprint to 62mph takes a brisk 4.8 
seconds and it all stops at 180mph - on a track, of course. 

But the numbers only tell half the story. The subtle 
changes to the Vantage have resulted in a useful change in 
the car’s character. Much of the credit for this must go to 
the 27kg weight reduction programme and the inclusion of 
Aston’s Sports Pack. 

The former sees carbon fibre used for the car’s 
lightweight seats and the likes of the front aerodynamic 
splitter and rear diffuser. The Sports Pack is a carefully 
chosen bundle of revisions to the springs, dampers and anti 
roll bars, and it’s these changes that see an immediate 
improvement to the car’s agility. Yes, the ride is now a little 
firmer but the steering is more accurate and responsive. 
Thankfully there’s still enough suspension compliance on 
battered B-roads to make a countryside drive fun, although 
it’s on larger arterial roads where the N420 shines. 

Simply put the N420 is an engaging and intoxicating 
experience. You sit low down in those figure-hugging 
carbon seats, and the N420’s compact size ensures a level 
of agility that’s hard to find in the some rivals that claim to 
be performance cars but are really bloated Grand Tourers. 

Opt for Aston’s Sportshift gearbox over the standard fit 
six-speed manual transmission and you’re another step 
closer to that full-on race car experience. This ‘semi-auto’ 
unit is essentially a manual ‘box with the clutch action 
automated for your convenience and to reduce gearchange 
times. 

The fully auto mode does a good job but taking personal 
charge of shifting via the column mounted paddles is the 
way to go. You’ll need to feather the throttle to smooth the 
gearshifts, but getting it right is a rewarding experience. It 
works best with a fair few revs dialled in, and it’s when 
you’re really motoring that you fully appreciate the 
gearbox’s advantages. 

Far from being a bone-jarring experience the N420 is an 
impressively rounded performer, certainly in the context of 
a fast and focused road car. The steering’s wonderfully 
direct feel and the car’s rasping and occasionally shrieking 
exhaust note are just two of the many highlights. Close 
your eyes and the latter could have thinking you’re 
spectating at Spa or some other classic GT-friendly circuit. 

Predictably there’s a modest cost premium associated 
with the N420 over a regular Vantage before you add the 
Sportshift gearbox, and only you and your bank manager 
will be able to make that judgment call. 

That said, all that extra carbon fibre doesn’t come cheap 
and the associated performance enhancements are genuine 
improvements. Viewed as a whole: the N420 is a 
worthwhile addition to the V8 Vantage line-up and, for 
someone with even a passing interest in the GT racing 
scene, well worth the extra outlay.
